Men Witii Bloodliounds Pur-

Fl Paso, Texas. May 14.— Pursued by 
men and bloodhounds, three bandits 
with $35,1100 of loot In llieir possesHion 
are fleeing through the mountain 
passes north of Frencli, u little sta- 
tion (dght. miles from Ea.st Las Vegas, 
on the Santti l-'e railroad. 

At French the )iarl.\- broke down the 
doors of the depot, bound and gagged 
the .station agent and a special guard, 
blew the safe, took tho money and 
rodo away, leaving their victims help- 
less.

The report Is accompanied by 
a draft of the new law to govern 
lliese regulations. Tho bill to bring

If tlio bill iiasses, ICing Frederick 
will bo entitled to call himself King 
of Denmark and Kins of Iceland.

IVlembers of House of Com- 
mons Speak at Annual 
Banquet 



SOUM'D D0iyilI\ll01\l'S PRAISES 



Deputy Speaker iVIarcil and 
Hugii Guthrie, iVl, P„ tlie 
Orators 



Now York, May 14. — Praises of tho 

Dominion were sounded with no un- 
certain note at the annual bamiuet o£ 
the tianadlan club at tho Hotel Aistor 
tonight. Speaking on the topic, "Can- 
ada of toda}'," Chas. MarcII, deputy 
ppoakor of the llouse of Commons at 
Ottawa, declar«I It Canada's dostlny 
to become one of the two great natlona 
of the western world. 

Mr. MftrcU dealt with the Immenso 
strides made by Canada since confed- 
ei'atlon, and said Canada today was 
easily the most prominent of tlio 
younger nations of tno world. In tho 
luO years which hiive passed since 
France's empire In America passed to 
tile Hrltish crown were lo bo found 
some of the ino.st. splundld achleve- 
nieius of the lirllish government to- 
ward nation building. "For close on 
one hundred years Ctinada has been 
at peaco with this country," contlnuetl 
Mr. MarcU. "Tho great lakes whicli 
Heparate us have become boulevards of 
trade and amity. Across more than 
throe thousand miles of boundai-y wo 
look at each other as friendly neigh- 
bors, all Imbued with tho high ideals 
of modern civilization and Christian 
forbearance. We rejoice in your 
splendid progress and groat achieve- 
ments. In your hour o£ trial there Irf 
no nation In the world tliat extended 
to the United States greater sympathy 
than did Canada. A million Canadiansi 
or more are peaceful and law-abldlni; 
citl/.cns or inliabitants of tho United 
States, while thousands, of Americans 
are flocking Into our great Canadian 
northwest In: a .trek Which wlU-biecomo, 
historical." 

Jlr. JilarcH said that in trade and 
commerce tlio inaroJi of progress in 
Canada has been sustafned, and ho. 
pointed out that Canada Is '^one, of tbo;': 
best customers of tho United -States;, 
saying: "Our trade with ydU" exceoda 
your whole trade with South Ameri- 
ca." 

Whereas for many yeani Canadlann 
emigrated to the United States, tha 
tide Is turning, and Canadldna aiid 
Americans are now emigrating in 

largo numbers into and taking up liiiid 
in tlie Canadian northwest. Last year, 
ho said, tho Immigrants from th(\ 
United States totalled ns,310 and 
brought over with tliem ovit $4D,000.- 
000 in i:a,sh and effects. Continuing, 
he said: "Canada l.^! destined to be- 
come one of the groat natlor.s of tho 
western world. To it British rule has 
been a blessing in the enjoyment of 
the largest conceiv.able self-govern- 
ment. It makes its own treaties un- 
der the a(2gls of the British crown. It 
has assumed the maintenance of the 
last British fortress In America. It 
Is to all intents and purposes Inde- 
pendent under the crown ot Great 
Britain, a nation within a nation and 
content with Its present status. It Ih 
free from militarism and the m.ainton- 
ance of armic! and fleets. The efforts 
of Its people are directed in tho paths 
of peace and material .and moral ^iro- 
gresK. It is tree from embarrassing 
problems and exteiuls tho han"^ o£ 
fellowship to the v.^orld." 

To tho toast of the "Last Great 
West" Hugh Guthrie, M. P., of Guelph, 
Ont., remarked that it might seem 
paradoxical to say that tho last great 
west is a new land with a history, but 
such, nevertheless. Is a fact. Ho ox- 
I)lalned that It wa.s a history of dis- 
covery, struggle and adventure, a liis- 
tory of wars, conquests and treaties, 
to which the passing centuries havo 
given a glory and imparted an air of 
chivalry and romance. 

In the course of an historical resuma 
of Canadian discovery and develop- 
ment. Mr. Guthrie spoko of tho char- 
ter granted by Cardinal Richelieu to 
the Company of One Hundred Asso- 
ciates, the first commercial attempt 
at organized trade and settlement In 
Canada, and later referred to tho royal 
charter granted by King Charles II. ot 
"the governor and company of mer- 
chants, adventurers trading In Hud- 
sor.'s Hay." 

Tlie ae(|Ulreiiient by Canada from 
th(> Hudson's Hay comiiany, for tho 
.'iini of 1 ,.'11)0,01)0 and a grant of seven 
million acres of land, of tho territorial 
eiglits (if the comiiany at ono time was 
considered by Idgh authority as a bad 
bargain. Agriculturists had pronounced 
the country as worthless to grow 
wlieal, and generally unsulted for ag- 
ricultural purposes. But now wo 
know from actual experience that wo 
po.ssess In the country west and north 
of Lake Suiierlor, not only the Largest 
but the liiiest wiH>.at area In the known 
world. ;\Ir. (iutlirlo called attention to 
the fact that less tlnin .10 years ago it 
was believed tlui western boundary o( 
Ohio marked tlie limit ot the whcat- 
producin.g area of North America, and 
that tile secretary of tlie Ohio board 
of agi'h.ailturo at that llmo declared 
that "tho tido of population then mov- 
ing west must soon return eastward 
to the wheat-producing regions," asv^ 
tho west was not suited for agrlcul-:' 
tural purposes. Such ho said, was like-' 
wiso the ojjlnlon freely e.xprcsseu of 
western Canada in tlic early days.*. 
"There It lle.i," ho said, referring to 
tho grciit northwest, "In its virgin' 
purity and richness, offering peace and . 
plenty, h.appinos.s, success and civiliza- 
tion to those willing to turn their 
faces to tho last great west and reap 
its .advantages. " The Canadian gov- 
ernment li;ul no lands for sale, no 
landr; to give away to railway 
companlc.'i or private corporations, no. 
land for .speculators or promotors, but- 
milllonH of acres of splendid lands ■ 
would bo given free in sections of 160 
acres each to any man over 18 years, 
of oge who was willing to enter upon 
It and settle It,

FOREST PRESERVATION. 



■There was a debate In the Senate 
the other day on the desirability of 

appointing a commis^-ion on tlie ques- 
tion of forest preser^'al ion. in the 
<;oiir.se of ll Senator Uaird of Xow 
Brunswick urged that the time had 
come when the people should bo ed- 
ucated in tiie presor'vatioii of forests 
n.>!i they now .are educated in tho lie.st 
agricultural methods. Senator iid- 
wards made the statement that (he 
had been twenty times more destruc- 
tive of fores-ts than tho axe had been, 
lie claimed tliat more lumber die.'i and 
goes to destruction in Canadian for- 
ests every year than is out. He be- 
lieved that all the forests .should bo 
cut over, but that rare should bo 
taken to eondiic the cut to tho larger 
tree.". Me expressed lii nisei f as nn- 
ravor.-iiile to the eultlpg of small tro.'S 
for pulp wood, and .said tliat tho groat 
question before Canada was not to lind 
a market for its timber, but to find 
out how lies! to protect and encour- 
;ige foresr growili ^ind prevent Its be- 
ing cut until it is n-.aturo. 

The great importance of thjs ques- 
tion is the (^olonist's reason for re- 
ffrring to it so repeatedly. It seems 
to us de.^irable tliat lie' puljlie sliould 
be Impressed with the very great ne- 
cessity of conserving our forest wealth 
as much as possible consistent With 
the proper thni lniirnnnl of the com- 
mercial welfare of ilie eountry and the 
suppl\- i>f tho needs of our own peo- 
ple. ^\'e (leeoi it \eell tlioreforc to 
make montion of forc^it conservation 
whenever we find that It is receiving 
attention anywhere el.se In America.

Tho de- 
spatches say thai tho opponents of 
the plan found it less drastic than 
thoy expected, and that the Socialists

TRIAL BY JURY. 

The judgment of the Full Court in 
Rex vrf. Seherf, delivered recently, is 

one of a great deal of importance. The 
prisoner was charged with a .si:rious 
crime, lint it is oj)on under tlio laws 
of Canada for Juries to find an ac- 
cused per.<on guilty of a loss serious 
crime than that charged. In tlio cas- in 
<lues'-ion tlir jui;. asked tlie prositlllig 
Judge If thoy wore bound to bring In 
u. verdict of guilty or not guilty as to 
the major offence, and if they might 
j not lind the accused guilty of a minor 
j offence. There wa.-i no doubt as to 
! titeir legal right to do so, but the point 
upon which they wished to be inform- 
ed was If they might do so under the 
evidence as prosontod. To this the 
trial judge returned no answer, and 
tlu' jury concluding that only one 
veriliet was open to them found tho 
prisoner guilty of the minor offence. 
The question which the li'ull Court had 
to determine was whether tho judge 
ouKhl t.) have told tin- Jury that lliey 
were at liberty to liiul tlie prisoiieT 
KUilty of tho minor offence, and tlio 
decision was that he should have done 
so. To make the point more clearly, 
^ve will suppose that a iierson Is 
liiarged \sith murder. Kvery killinj.; 
that is unjustifiable may be oitiiei 
murder or manslaughter, and if a per- 
.son Is Indicted for murder, tho Jury 
may, If they think the evidence so 
warrants, find him guilty of man- 
slaiiglitrr only, it niav easily be that 
llie evideiiee is so strong tlial the 
Judge and e\er.v mini in Ilie court 
room, except the jurors, may think the 
verdict .-hould bo one of murder, but 
the latter have a rlglit to find a ver- 
dict of inansiauglitor, aiul if liiey ask 
the Judge If they may not so find, it is 
his duty to tell tnem that they may, 
no mtitter how strongly ho may feel 
that tile evidence pnlnl.s only to mur- 
(lor. 

Some obsor^•n t inns in rpp^ard tn the 
rights and duMen of Jurymen may not 
bo nut of place, ospocially as In^ late 
j'oars trial by jury is not as much 
esteemed aa It once was. There was 
a lime when It was tliouKht. to use tho 
words of a great Lord ( 'iui ncellor, tlint 
"I lie whole end and aim of llio Briti.sh 
Const'tut^on Is to got twelve men In 
a box," but people act nowadays as if 
there wore doubts as to Hie wisdom of 
trials by Jii'-les. Hence Hie parlin- 
liienls havo provided for trials before 
Judges nlono, In both criminal ami

doubt true that a Judge was ablo to

ation of quostlons""'(or evidence. It was 

Just possible that his mind might bo 
a little too nmch trained. "I find my- 
.'iolf." 1)0 said, "getting into, it groove 
or in other words And myself apply- 
ing the saino rules to tho determina- 
tion of tho value of all evidence which 
cnnioH before nic, whereai; It is clear 
that rarely can the sarrio rule bo ap- 
lilied ill two cases." He wont on to 
say that the great advantage of a jury 
was that it brings a variety of minds 
to bear upon the consitieratlon of evi- 
dence, and ho believed that the 
chances of a just finding were great- 
er at its hands than at those of a 
single judge. This Is to state tho case 
very strongly, but as has been aald, it 
was tho opinion of a Judge of many 
j'oars oxpericncc. j 

There has been a marked dUpcsl- 
tlon in recent years for Judges, we 
are not now referring to British Co- 
lumbia Judges in particular, to take 
the decision of iiuc.':!tlon.s of fact sub- 
stantially out of the bands of juries. 
After a trial a presiding Judge once 
said to counsel, who complained In a 
private conversation tiiut tlie charge 
bad been too severe against his cli- 
ent on tho questions of fact Involved: 
"I consider it to bo my duty to press 
niy convictions homo upon the Jury to 
the furthest point of logic." Tho dan- 
ger of such a course was exompiilled 
ill that very case. The Judge aliso- 
lutel\- dei-iiiu'd to liello\-o an explana- 
tion offered as tho con.sldoration for 
the tVansfer for a certain piece of 
land, and by the strength of his pres- 
entmion of hi;i views jiractlcally com- 
lieiled the jury to find a verdict against 
tile person offering tlio explanation. 
It was an action brought by tho rep- 
resentatives of some persons who were 
out of the I'ouiitry. A year later, the 
absentees returned and restored to the 
unfortunate suitor all she had lost by 
reason of the Judge having pressed 
upon the jury his convictions "to tho 
furthest point of logic." The very ob- 
ject of a Jury Is that facts may be do- 
cidcd by ordinary people, people like 
tho suitors themselves, men who are 
in a position to Judge from their every 
day experience how people In every 
day life act and how they regard 
things. It is very much too soon to 
say that u <■ hav(> outlived tho Rood 
old British institution of trial by Jury.

Tho Scaling Industry, 
When the ((ueslion of tlie sealing In- 
(Iustr\- was lirouylit up Mr. Hall de- 
li\er(,Hl a short address in which ho 
clearly outlined the imfortunate con- 
dition in which tho local .-icalers wore 
placed. These citizens of Gre.-it Brit- 
ain and tho United States wlio had 
invested money In fleets for the hunt- 
ing; of .seals in northern Paolfic wators 
wore laboring under a severe handi- 
cap because of the restrictions im- 
i)osed on them by the Paris award. 
Ho pointed out that while this was In- 
ternational In iti scope it did not In- 
cludo Japan among the assenting na- 
tions. Since Its being signed the Jap- 
aneso had fitted out large fleets which 
were en.ibled to prosecute tho hunt, 
with firearms, to within three miles of 
the northern Island.s. As tho British 
and American bo;its could not go witli- 
in a tuxty-mile liuiil of tho breeding 
ground they wore placed in an exceed- 
ingly cmbarra.<slng position. A.i a 
matter of fact they co\ild not hope to 
conipeto with the Japanese niuler such 
circumstances anil ho considered that 
such discrimination wa.s not Just. 
Resolution Offered. 
Mr. Hall then' read a resolution, 
which he moved, ond which ho sug- 
gested, should bo forwarded -from tho 
board'Of trade to the ja-oper authori- 
ties' for transml.sslon to the Imperial 
government, lit clearly explained tho 
ground on which the Victoria sealer.s 
complained o( the present effect of the 
Paris award and it recommended that 
some .action should be taken towards 
removing tlio liandicap under which 
British sealers wero placed. It was 
suggested that this might be done by 
inducing the Jap.ane.<o government to 
become a party to tho provisions of 
tho award mentioned or that, If thi.s 
was deemed incxjietiient or Impossible, 
that steps lie taken to recoup tho 
^'ietorla Scaling coniiiany for the loss 
which was being Incurred. In this 
connection it was stated that tho.so In- 
terested in that concern had invested 
many tliousands of dollars in the ven- 
ture In good faith, not anticipating 
Uiat they were to be placed under tho 
re-strictions that had been imposed by 
the Paris award, that their Invest- 
inent.s wore not yielding any dividends 
owing to tho aforementioned regula- 
Uon.H and that therefore, they were 
Justly entitled to reimbursement bv 
the state. 

Heavily Handicapped. 
Mention was made by .Mr. Hall of 
the dlfllculllcs which local boats going 
nortli had experienced since the Jaiia- 
nese h.id entered tho industry on a 
nesehad entered the industry on a large 
scale. He said tho latter went within 
close range of the Islands, and iliat 
ilie seals they did not capture and that 
safely evaded tho bombardment to 
which they were subjected wci'o so 
frightened on reaching open water that 
(he Victoria sealers had little chance 
of successfully handling them, and that 
when a British BChooner ventured 
within the sixty-mile limit, inadvert- 
ently or otherwise, she was promptly 
taken In charge by the authorities and 
heavily fined. Aj3 an illu.Mtr.ition of the 
litter point he Instanced tho Char- 
loto O. Cox, which bad got into trou- 
ble of this kind and been summarily 
dealt with. Moreover, it was bard to se- 
cure Indian liunter.s, and a higher scale 
of wages bad lu be iiuid employees than 
heretofore. \\,' claimed that if tlie law 
w.'is enacted I'or tile iiiirpose of ])re- 
s-eutlng the exteiininati^m of the seal 
herd It had bei n re.'idered Inefl'i'Ctive 
through the depredations of I be .f.apa - 
neao. In a word the \'i(i-orla sealers 
wen^ placed mider ii gre.il disadvan- 
tage. The Inislnis.s was dwindling to 
an aliirmlng extent. While it had been 



had comesfor-tho'conference to re-con- 
slred tbo^awards now ln force. ' In his 
opinlan>:tl»o bet{qr-:polioy ,was:.to' make 
this domanfl > and » to ,"st&rid pat;" " Tho 
condltloris had changed ao materially 
within recent years, that the Victoria 
i^caicrs werd 'juatUlod- in requesting 
that a revision of ■ tho'-regulatlons be 
made. Ho recommended that tho reso- 
lution submitted by Mr. Hall bo placed 
lu tho hands of a capable eornmltteeo 
to bu redrafted and forwarded, as fiug 
gcsted, to the Iiiiporlal government. 

This proposal was favored. A rao 
tlon to tlui effect th.at the matter be 
left in tho haiuls of a speci.al committee 
for tho purpose outlined was put and 
carried. Thosc! selected follow: E. V. 
Bodwoll, K. C; Richard Hall, Capt. 
Grant and J. J. Shalloross. 

A motion to tlio effect that tiio de- 
mand for a revision of tlin provisions 
of tho Paris award removing the 
j liandlctip fi-om Hrltlsh tiiid American 
j si'aler.s be endorsed, carried unani- 
mou.'ily. 

A Canadian Exhibit. 

There was a brief discussion on tho 
quc:itlon of arranging for a Canadian 
exhibit at the Seattle exposition of 
I'JOD. All thought that something 
-shoidd bo done in that tllreotlon with- 
out delay. 

Mr. Lugrln submitted a motion to 
tho effect that tho Dominion govorn- 
nient bo re(|uested by tho bo.'ird of 
trade to make provision for tlio rep- 
resentation of Camida, and especially 
British Columbia, at the Alaskan ex- 
position and that a commltee be ap- 
pointed to draft a<imemorial embrac- 
ing this petition to bo forwarded to 
the federal authorltios. This carried. 

Messrs. Lugrln, Vincent and Thom- 
son wore api)olnted by tho chairman, 
the former promising that ho would 
uadertako to make a draft of such a 
document without delay. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Nash replied that it was aUogetlier 
probable, rcmeinberlm,' the ninvsiiaper

\ears. 

'T was one,' asked." Mr. Nash con- 
tinned, "how IT any st.'iis there would 
be from the Ijotloni to the lop ot ibe 
buildltig." 'i'o sutl^^fy the disconcert- 
ing r'uriosity of this visitor Mr. Nasli 
resorted to dlplomncv. "Let US nmko 
the ascent," ho snid, "and While on 
the way up you can count t3io steps.' 
Tho loquacious American looked at 
his companion soarchlngly hut the 
usher's countennnco was InRcriitnble 
and tho climb was ngroi}d upon. While

But lie states 
that It Isn't wearisome wo-iU; on the 
other hand, It is pleasing bemuso oC 
tho absorbing interest and the on- 
thuslnstlc admiration displayed by tho 
majority of the vlaltdrs.

at tho next mooting. 

Aldermen Gleason, Paulino and Nor- 
man represented the olty council: 
Counelllors Mannix and Dunn, South 
Saanlch, and 1-'. B. Pemberton the 
municipality of Oak Bay. Alderman 
Glenson was appointed chairman. 
Abattoir a Necessity. 
In explaining the object of tho 
meeting Alderman Oieason stated that 
there ;Lpt)earcd to him to be no doubt 
but that the present wa.^s an oppor- 
lime time to t.ake stejis towards estab- 
lishing a public abattoir. Such .a 
plant from a sanitary standpoint w:is 
an absolute necessity and he was sure 
that the butchers would welcome it. 

Mr. Pemberton was of the opinion 
that a privately owneci plant under 
pnhllc control with fees fixed by the 
municipalities would be quite as satis- 
factory as a i)ubllc-ownod abattoir. He 
stated that some of tho city butchers 
appeared to bo quito favorable to tho 
Idea and had suggested that the abat- 
toir should bo erected some place on 
salt water where an unlimited supply 
ot water could be obtained as such is 
an absolute necessity. The plant 
would have to be located somewhere 
where it would not !jo necossaiy to 
drive the cattle through the streets 
as hi a comparatively short time tlio 
city streets would be boiilevarded 
when the driving ot cattle along such g 
thoroughfares would be prohibited, A^S 
localitv where adequate dockage and -■ 
railroad facilities could be obtained 'S 
would be Imperative. ! 5 

Mr. Dunn stated that he had re- - 
colvod a communication from E, K =: 
Welch, of the B. C. Market, at Van- - 
cnuver, who would bo pleased to for- S 
ward jilans of such a plant as np-'S 
proved by the Vancouver city council ; s 
With necessary details as to cost, etc. ' ~" 
A Paying Enterprise. 
Councillor Mannix cited tho plant 
of the Gordon Ironsides company, 
Winnipeg, as nn example of a private- _ 
ly owned enterprise which ha.s proved 'a 
a great success. Every portion of the 1 3 
animal slaughtered there Is made com- j — 
merclally valuable and tho offal pro- | S 
porly disposed of In the latest sanit-,|S 
ary manner. He understood that that's 
plant was paying from 1" to l.a pi'r;3 
cent, on tho Invc'tmrnit .and if tho s 
city did not wish to build tho plant. jS 
owing to tho expwflc, doulitlea.i .lomejS 
of the largo firms of butchers would i s 
undertake Its erection. To erect the 
building would cost from ?7,'),000 to 
$100,000 but there would be other ex- 
pense In connection with such a plant 
which would bring tho coat higher. 

Mr. Dunn has considered the pro- _ 
position with several ot tho butchers j 3 
who .appeared to bo In favor of the 
Idea and he could not see liow .any- 
one could he otherwise when tlio facil- 
ities for making the i-eftise commer- 
cially valuable, tho great improve- 
ment in sanitary arrangements and 
tho convenience in slaughtering, are 
considered. 

Alderman Paulino helloved that 
there was no question but that the 
city would rather have sonio firm ot 
butchers put up the plant which would 
bo put under the public supervision. 
Favors the Idea. 
Tho mooting fintilly decided that It 
was strongly in favor or the erection S; 
ot an abattoir under public control. j3 
.'^tich a ]ilant at a cost of, say $150,- " 
ooti, would bo amplis for many years 
to como. Whoever built It would 
havo to guarantee to keep It adequate 
for all needs. 

Sanitary Inspector Lancaster point- 
ed out that an abattoir Is an absolute 
necessity now that tho city Is endeav- 
oring to Insist on tho proper Inspec- 
tion of food. In judging tho quality 
of moat it l.s necessary to .secure the 
entrails and as at present conducted, 
the slaughtering of cattle prohibits 
this iirojirr Inspection, 

Aliiermaii Gleason believed tlitit pub- 
lic ownership was tho only proper 
inothod of conducting the abattoir, 
though Mr, Pemberton pointed out 
that the city would bo running u 
business ot which it knows nothing 
while tho butchers would know every- 
thing about tho proper conduct of tho 
plant. They would prob.abiy bo able 
to make such a plant pay where tlie 
city would incur a Io.'3s 

Prior to the next meeting data from 
\'!ineouver and Winnipeg will be .se- 
cured and all Information betirliig on 
tlic! .ab.attoir proposition and with all 
tlie hiitclii'rs present the committee 
helii'ves that Honie ]iropor ,sclieni(^ can 
lie worked out. The corantlJt'e par- 
ticularly roiuiests that e\'ery butcher 
ill the city .should attend the meting 
In the city should attend the' meet- 
ing on the 28th.

"it does not seem from tho undent 
records that Itio niitlotuil bever- 
age (whisky) was a customary driulc 
at their festive gatherings. Claret, 
punch, port and champagne were ap- 
parentlv preferred. Take tlie old 
lilackhcalh club as an Illustration. Its 
histor}/ goes back to Mm. and Its 
minutes an- ;ivallal.-.lc from early in 
the elghteentb (-eiilur\-. The niembiM-- 
sliip. ludgln.g by the bighland and 
lowland names, was over 110 iier cent. 
Scottish — .Scots who luid come to 
England for the henellt of the em- 
pire. These old golfers dined every 
medal day, and they made it a penal 
offense against tho members to miss 
the club dtnnor. Yet they eschewed 
their native liquor, except perhaps as

The Manitoba Govern - 
tnent Is expected to contribute a sub- 
stantial amount, and any day an an- 
nouncement from thl."? (jtiarter may bo 
expected. The committee is also 
counting on ;i substantial amount 
coming from the gate receipts In con- 
nection witli the different Olympic, try- 
out.'s lield throughout the country, 
b'rojn all this it ^^ill be seen that the 
team will not be liiinipered for want of 
funds.

PRISONERS COME UP 
TO HEAR SENTENCES 

PIfia.s for Leniency Not Very 
Successful at Vancouver " 
Assizes 



Vancnuver, Miiy 11. — At the close <if 
tlio as.sizes hero the riot eases oC Pal- 
loi-k, Parlee, Hunee, Diffley and Kent 
111 w-liic-h the jury at the lu.st a.-i.slzes 
dis.-ig^reed, wore- witlidrawn. 

Tlie e;iso ah'aiii.'it AN'llfrld .Moe and 
Ivy AVest charyoil \\'itli breakinir Brit- 
tish Columbia l':iectrlc eompany's iu- 
.sulatai»H, the Chiiie.se libel case of t^liin 
Chan Jan, and the Kottler seduction 
easi! were also withdrawn, 

"-•Vs there is b material witnes.-f ab- 
sent In each of these cases," said 
Deputy Attorney-General McLean, 
"the crown asks that these cases be 
wltliflrawn. This leaves the docket 
iiear." 

.\lter tlie last prisoner had been 
■ienteiiced, ilr. Justice Morrison in 
eomplimentlnt; counsel said: 

"Although We started with a docket 
of foiirtoeu c-ases the court, by tlio as- 
sistance of eouiisel, has been able to 
.net ihrougli tlie list witliin ten days. 
That is roiiiai-kalile exjK'dition, and I 
wish to e.viM-css llu> thanks of tlie court 
to Mr. Mcljoan and the otlier eouiiocl 
enjjaKed in the cases. Tin; thanks of 
the iiuldic are also duo because .s.uch 
eomniendaljlo e.vpeditlon means a 
great sa\inpr in iiublic expense." 

Till' pathos of the prison dnnr ImnK 
o\'er and aljout tlie crowded court 
room its Mr. JuRtlce Morrison jiro- 
iiouncod the sentences upon the con- 
victed live. 

Within lifleoii minutes the Jury ro- 
turni'd tvlth a verdict of guilty In the 
ca.-^e of William Street. Itoger Vin- 
etto was then brought Into court and 
seated In front of tho prisoners box. 
Hut neither Vinetto nor the consta- 
bles understood the announcement 
made by the deputy attorney-general 
that there would be a stay of proceed- 
ings because of insufficient evidence, 
for Immediately the door of the pris- 
oners box was opened Vinetto calmly 
ami willingly walked in. 

"No, no," said the crown, "he Is dis- 
charged." 

And Vinetto aauntered out of court 
free after six months In Jail awaiting 
trial. 

After announcing that tho case 
against the Japanese Xakuchi, charged 
witli -wounding the three city lireiiien 
In whicli the jury disagreed, wuulii 
go over to llie iie.\t assizes, the crown 
coun.sel iisked for the passing of sent- 
ences upon tlie live convicted. 

In a plfii for cleniency on behalf of 
Howen, l^arnhert llond s.-Ud thiit it 
was a c;i..<i- without parallel In criminal 
rccord.s anil unlikely ever to be re- 
jieated. Howen was a young man 
never before charged with a criminal 
offence. Seven months imprisonment 
had already told upon his weak physi- 
cal frame. He urged for a sentence 
that would soon enable him to return 
to his parents. 

"I think I will give full effect to 
the jury's recommendation for mercy 
and yet serve the ends of Justice liy 
a sentence of ten years," returned the 
court. 

A similar plea for leniency for AVil- 
llam Street was urged by W. I-:. Hums, 
Mr. Woodward's solicitor bad exiiressed 
his willingness to join with the crown 
in a reque.m for suspended sentence 
on the undertaking that Street would 
leave the country.

few years," urged the clergyman in j 
his final appeal tor action, whole- 
hearted and voluntary, "Lot me tell 
vou that we have ever.v thing coming!

At that time tlu: go\-Lrn- i 
inents wore legKsl.-itiiig along commer- | 
clal and money-making lines. Now 
what are they doing?

By a Commission for Political 
Correspondence 



Herlln, May 14.— The residence ;it 
Llebenburg, of Prince i'lilllp ^ai 
ICiilenlieig, wlio was arrested recently 
charged with perjury in cunn.-ctioii 
with the Harden revelations of last 
summer, was seiirched today for po- 
litical correspondence. Tho result of 
tiie duest has not yet been made 
known.
